A Brief Push for Prohibition 


WASHINGTON! Seventy-two years after pro - 
hibition was repealed, one D.C. lawmaker 
suggested Tuesday that alcohol once again 
be off limits in the bars and restaurants of 
the nation’s capital. 

Council member Carol Schwartz, R-At 
Large, introduced her bill in response to a pro- 
posed ban on smoking in those same establish- 
ments. Her proposal imitates the arguments 
for a smoking ban, citing health concerns, 
worker safety and the nuisance of drinkers. 

“I never thought I could ban drinking 
just because I didn’t like it, but now I know 


I can,” Schwartz said. “The impending smok- 
ing ban has empowered me.” 

Several hours later, Schwartz pulled the 
bill, saying she had made her point. She hoped 
the incident would serve as a “wake-up call 
that once you start toying with people’s liber- 
ties, you never know where it might end.” 

A vocal critic of the smoking ban, Schwartz 
has consistently blocked anti-smoking legisla- 
tion. Instead, she proposes offering tax incen- 
tives for smoke-free businesses, and mandat- 
ing ventilation systems for those that choose 
to let diners puff away, brett zongker (ap)

Killen guilty of manslaughter 
in civil rights workers’ deaths 

PHILADELPHIA, MISS. I Forty- one years to the 
day after three civil rights workers were beat- 
en and shot to death, an 80 -year-old for- 
mer Ku Klux Klansman was found guilty of 
manslaughter Tuesday in a trial that marked 
Mississippi’s latest attempt to atone for its 
bloodstained, racist past. 

The jury of nine whites and three blacks 
took nearly six hours to clear Edgar Ray 
Killen of murder but convict him of the 
lesser charges in the 1964 killings that gal- 
vanized the struggle for equality and helped 
bring about passage of the 
1964 Civil Rights Act. 

The murder charge 
carried up to life in pris- 
on. But Killen could still 
spend the rest of his life 
behind bars; each of the 
three manslaughter charg- 
es is punishable by up to 
20 years. Judge Marcus Gordon scheduled 
sentencing for Thursday. 

Civil rights volunteers Andrew Goodman 
and Michael Schwerner — two white New 
Yorkers — and James Chaney, a black 
Mississippian, were intercepted by Klansmen 
in their station wagon on June 21, 1964. Their 
bodies were found 44 days later buried in an 
earthen dam, in a case that was dramatized 
in the 1988 movie “Mississippi Burning.” 

Prosecutors said Killen — a part-time 
preacher and sawmill operator — organized 
the carloads of Klansmen who hunted down

Senate leader reverses 
position on vote after 
meeting with Bush 

WASHINGTON | Reversing field 
after a meeting with President 
Bush, Senate Majority Leader Bill 
Frist said he will continue pushing 
for a floor vote on John R. Bolton 
for U.S. ambassador to the United 
Nations. Frist switched his posi- 
tion after initially saying Tuesday 
that negotiations with Democrats 
to get a vote on Bolton had been 
exhausted. 

Talking to reporters in the White 
House driveway after he joined 
other Republican lawmakers for a 
luncheon with Bush, Frist said: “The 
president made it very clear that he 
expects an up or down vote.” 

Just over an hour earlier, Frist 
said he wouldn’t schedule another 
vote on Bolton’s nomination and 
said that Bush must decide the 
next move. Frist, R-Tenn., had 
said there was nothing further he 


could do to break a Democratic 
stalemate over Bolton, an outspo- 
ken conservative who, opponents 
argue, would undermine U.S. inter- 
ests at the world body. 

Frist said the president did not 
discuss the possibility of going 
around the Senate and making a 


recess appointment while they are 
on break. 

Earlier, White House press sec- 
retary Scott McClellan continued to 
refuse to rule out a recess appoint- 
ment, but only said the White House 
is pushing for an up or down vote 
in the Senate, liz sidoti (ap) 


‘Solar Sail’ Spacecraft 
Goes Silent After Liftoff 


PASADENA, CALIF. I The world’s first 
solar sail spacecraft was launched 
Tuesday from a Russian submarine 
under the Barents Sea but concern 
grew about whether it safely reached 
orbit as hours passed without a sig- 
nal. 

Cosmos 1, a $4 million experi- 
ment intended to show that a so- 
called solar sail can make a con- 
trolled flight, lifted off but initial 
data reception was followed by 
silence. 

Data stopped during a pass 
over a portable ground station on 
Russia’s Kamchatka peninsula at 
about the time the rocket’s final 
stage would have ignited, mission 
officials said. 

If all goes as planned, the space- 
craft will unfurl its eight triangular 
sails, each nearly 50 feet long and 
just a quarter of the thickness of a 
trash bag. 

Solar sails are seen as a means for

achieving interstellar flight by using 
the gentle push from the continuous 
stream of light particles known as 
photons. Though gradual, the con- 
stant light pressure should allow a 
spacecraft to build up great speed 
over time and cover great distances.

Another Critic of Syria Assassinated 


Killing in Lebanon 
comes a day after 
anti- Syrians win vote 

BEIRUT, LEBANON | A bomb killed 
an anti- Syrian politician Tuesday 
in the second such assassination in 
three weeks. 

Former Communist Party lead- 
er George Hawi was killed by an 
explosion under his seat as he was 
being driven through Beirut. The 
blast came a day after official elec- 
tion results were announced, show- 
ing the anti- Syrian opposition had 
won a majority in parliament.

The elections 
further loosened 
Syria’s grip on its 
neighbor after 
its army ended a 
29 -year military 
presence in Leb- 
anon in April. But 
the killing fueled

Hawi, 67 , was once a strong Syria 
ally, but in recent years he often 
spoke out against Syrian interfer- 
ence in Lebanese affairs. 

Opposition figures quickly 


blamed Syrian agents and their allies 
in Lebanon for the assassination, as 
they did for the June 2 slaying of anti- 
Syrian journalist Samir Kassir and 
the Feb. 14 killing of former Prime 
Minister Rafik Hariri. 

The White House stopped short of 
blaming Syria. In Brussels, Secretary 
of State Condoleezza Rice said: “I 
don’t want to say that I know who 
was responsible, because I don’t. But 
there is a context and an atmosphere 
of instability. Syria’s activities are a 
part of that context ... and they need 
to knock it off.” 

Syria denied it was involved and 
condemned Hawi’s killing, (ap) 


Frosty Meeting Between 
Israeli, Palestinian Leaders 

First face-to-face in 4 months called ‘difficult’ 


JERUSALEMI Israeli Prime Minister 
Ariel Sharon and Palestinian leader 
Mahmoud Abbas failed Tuesday to 
resolve key issues on Israel’s Gaza 
pullout in their first meeting since 
agreeing to a truce in February. 

With the Gaza pullout in less 
than two months, the summit had 
been expected to kick off a deter- 
mined effort by the two sides to 
work together to ensure the pull- 
out proceeds smoothly. But a new 
wave of Palestinian attacks and 


Israel’s overnight arrest of dozens 
of militants dampened hopes. 

The Palestinians expressed frus- 
tration after the session at Sharon’s 
official residence in Jerusalem, the 
first time top Palestinian and Israeli 
leaders have met in the city. The 
Palestinians have long claimed east 
Jerusalem should be their capital. 

“This was a difficult meeting, 
and did not live up to our expecta- 
tions,” Palestinian Prime Minister 
Ahmed Qureia told reporters, (ap)

China Taps Tsang to Lead Hong Kong 


HONG KONG I China tried having a 
patriotic tycoon run the nation’s 
richest city. But on Tuesday, the 
Communist leadership gave Hong 
Kong’s top job to a different type: 
a veteran civil servant and devout 
Roman Catholic who proudly holds 
the honor of British knighthood. 

On Tuesday, Chinese Premier 
Wen Jiabao announced Donald

Episcopalians back gay 
bishop; issue could 
divide Anglican flock 

NOTTINGHAM, ENGLAND I The U.S. 
Episcopal Church on Tuesday 
affirmed its support for gay cler- 
gy and appealed for the contentious 
issue not to split the 77 million- 
strong Anglican Communion. 

In a document prepared for this 
week’s meeting of the Anglican 
Consultative Council, the church 
affirmed “the eligibility for ordi- 
nation of those in covenanted 
same-sex unions.” 

The issue of homosexuality has 
opened a rift between Anglican 
liberals — many of them in North 


America — and conservatives, who 
are strongest in Africa and Asia. 
Many fear it is unbridgeable. 

In February, leaders of the 38 
national Anglican churches chastised 
the U.S. Episcopal Church, asking it 
not to attend this week’s meeting of 
the Consultative Council. 

But Anglican leaders also asked 
the church to send representatives 
to explain the theological reason- 
ing behind the consecration of 
V. Gene Robinson as Bishop of New 
Hampshire. 

Setting out the U.S. case. Bishop 
Suffragan Catherine Roskam of 
New York said the church believed 
“a person living in a same-gendered 
union may be eligible to lead the 
flock of Christ.” jill lawless (ap)

The girl was found June 9 by 
police and relatives and had been 
guarded by the lions for about half a 
day, Sgt. Wondimu Wedajo said. 

“They just left her like a gift 
and went back into the forest,” 
Wondimu said. 

Stuart Williams, a wildlife 
expert, said the girl may have sur- 
vived because she was crying from 
the trauma of her attack. “A young

Md. Officer Dies Foiiowing Shootout 


Gaughan described as 
a hero after being shot 
during a traffic stop 

LAUREL, MD. I An undercover Prince 
George’s County police officer 
who was shot during a traffic stop 
Tuesday died of his injuries follow- 
ing surgery for his wounds. 

Officer Steve Gaughan, 35, 
an 18 -year veteran of the force, 
was working with the Special 


Investigations Unit when he was 
mortally wounded by a suspect who 
bolted from a vehicle. 

Gun shots were fired and 
Gaughan, who was wearing body 
armor, was struck at least twice, in 
the arm and in the abdomen. 

“He gave his life for the people 
of this county,” said Maj. Thomas 
P. Connolly, Jr., Gaughan’s com- 
mander. “He is a hero. And I hope 
all the people in the county under- 
stand that.” 


Gaughan and three other offi- 
cers attempted to pull over a vehi- 
cle on Route 197 near South Laurel 
Drive around 11 a.m. The car pulled 
into an apartment complex park- 
ing lot, and as three suspects bolt- 
ed from the vehicle, one of them 
opened fire. 

One suspect who was wound- 
ed in the exchange of gunfire 
remained in critical condition at 
Prince George’s County Hospital 
Center in Cheverly. Two other sus- 


pects were taken into custody at 
the scene, including one who sur- 
rendered to police after a two- 
hour standoff in the apartment 
complex. The other was caught 
outside. 

Police declined to be specif- 
ic about what made officers sus- 
picious enough to stop the car. 
However, they did say the unit has 
done considerable narcotics work 
and other types of surveillance.

Oil Industry Averts

KANSAS CITY, MO. I The country’s 
second largest theater chain, AMC 
Entertainment Inc., announced 
plans Tuesday to acquire Loews 
Cineplex Entertainment Corp. 

The merged company will have 
ownership or interests in 450 the- 
aters in 30 states and 13 countries. 

The announcement comes as 
ticket sales are on a 17-week slide 
— marking the worst low since 
1985. A recent Associated Press- 
AOL News poll showed that nearly 
three -fourths of Americans would 


rather watch a movie from the com- 
fort of their own homes. 

But Brandon Gray, president of 
boxofficemojo.com, an online box 
office tracker, said it makes sense 
that AMC and Loews would pool 
their resources. 

“The DVD boom has made 
watching movies more convenient 
and it seems that the time between 
theatrical release and DVD release 
is getting shorter and shorter,” Gray 
said. “Theaters will have to band 
together to survive.” (ap) 


OSLO, NORWAY | Last-minute nego- 
tiations succeeded in averting an 
offshore platform strike that could 
have cut Norwegian oil production 
by 1 million barrels a day at a time 
when crude prices are nearing a 
record $60 per barrel.

For 15 years, the Eclipse has been 
the drug of choice for the sports - 
compact craze. If you have a Maori 
tattoo around your bicep and the 
director’s cut DVD of “The Fast and 
the Furious,” you probably owned 
one of these. 

Mitsubishi is positioning the 


Eclipse as an under-$30,000 
“grand touring” sport coupe. It’s 
based on what Mitsubishi calls its 
Project America platform, a front- 


drive architecture shared with the 
Galant Sedan and the Endeavor 
SUV, and this fact in itself doesn’t 
portend sports compact glory. 


Problem 1: Due to what must 
have been rambunctious engine - 
control programming, the test car 
surged awkwardly and unpredict- 
ably around the four grand mark. 

Problem 2: suspension tuning. 
One should not expect a flying- 
carpet ride from short-wheelbase 
sports coupes, but the Eclipse GT’s 
suspension is choppy and head toss- 
ing on anything but rink- smooth 
asphalt. 

Problems 3 and 4: The turning 
circle on this car — 40 feet — is 
laughable. And the brakes were 
grabby and unprogressive. 

And yet, I can’t help liking this 
car, unfinished as it is. It looks 
great on the street, and people in 
Los Angeles reacted as if they had 
spotted J-Lo at Whole Foods —

Blackhawks Fire Coach 

The Chicago Blackhawks hired Dale 
Tallon as their new general manager 
Tuesday, and he wasted no time fir- 
ing coach Brian Sutter. “I’ve thought 
about this long and hard for the last 
six weeks,” Tallon said. “This is not 
about the past, it’s about the future. 
I want to start with a fresh sheet of 
ice, a clean slate, and move forward 
into the future.”

NBA I A minimum age of 19 to be 
eligible to play in the NBA was 
part of a new six-year collec- 
tive bargaining deal tentatively 
agreed to on Tuesday by owners 
and players, averting the possibil- 
ity of a lockout. 

Commissioner David Stern and 
union director Billy Hunter flew to 
the NBA Finals from New York and 
announced the agreement prior to 
Game 6 between San Antonio and 
Detroit. The deal came on the fourth 


consecutive day of talks between 
the sides to replace the seven-year 
pact that expires June 30. 

“We’re gratified that we were 
able to avoid a work stoppage,” 
Stern said. “This agreement cre- 
ates a strong partnership with our 
players, which is essential for us.” 

The sides reached agreement on 
several key issues that had held up a 
settlement since serious talks began 
in late February. Among them were 
a one-year increase in the minimum

age for draft eligibility, a reduction

After five decades in 
film, Michael Caine 
isn’t ready to stop 

WORKING ACTOR I In “Alfie” mode 
nearly 40 years ago, Michael Caine 
played a man who avoided the pros- 
pect of fatherhood at any cost. 

Now the 72 -year- old actor has 
become the father figure of choice 
for everyone from Austin Powers to 
Batman to the conjurer who mar- 
ries a mortal in “Bewitched.” Caine 
is staunch butler Alfred in “Batman 
Begins,” which opened last wekend, 
and in the big- screen “Bewitched,” 
an ancient warlock keeping tabs on 
his daughter (Nicole Kidman), who’s 
a real witch cast as the TV sorceress 
opposite a prima donna actor (Will 
Ferrell) in an upcoming big- screen 
remake of the TV show. 

Batman’s butler and an ancient 
warlock. How do you prepare for 
two such different roles? 

I do a backstory, and the backstory 
on the butler is, he was a sergeant 
in the British Special Services. 
Very tough, got wounded, got put 
in charge of the sergeant’s mess 
or canteen. Therefore, he knew 
how to do drinks and serve and 
do that. I wanted him to look like 
a man of action who’s a bit too old 
to do it professionally, but if push 
came to shove, he could take care 
of himself. 


And the backstory on Bewitched”? 

I gave up on that ... I’m not doing 
a thousand-year backstory. So I 
played him as an extremely sophis- 
ticated English gentleman roue with 
a keen eye for the ladies. And a very 
doting, loving father. 


Does it bother you that you’re in so 
many supporting parts? 

Oh no. Blimey, it’s a relief But now. 
I’m sort of ready. Jude Law and I 
want to remake “Sleuth.” I figured 
everybody else is remaking my mov- 
ies. I’ll remake one. 


Law remade one of your mov- 
ies. What did you think the “Alfie” 
remake flopped? 

I thought it was very good, but you 
see, it’s timing. It was the wrong 
movie at the wrong time. The basis 
of my Alfie . . . was that he was a man 
who not only did not have a femi- 
nine side or was out of touch with 
his feminine side, but he just had no 
idea. That’s what was funny about 
him. I mean, he called women “it.” 
Jude played it as a modern man who 
is in touch with his feminine side, 
so it’s not as funny, but it’s more 
touching. 

Does it surprise you that so many 
good parts are coming your way 
late in your career? 

It’s amazing. I’d more or less given 
up, and it just goes to show, you’ve 
got to hang in there. The great thing 
about acting is, people say, “Aren’t 
you a bit old for acting?”

OSCARS I For 15 years, stuntman 
Jack Gill has lobbied the Academy 
of Motion Picture Arts and Sciences 
to create an Oscar category to recog- 
nize the achievements of Hollywood 
stunt professionals — and for 15 
years, Gill said, he has been stone- 
walled in his quest. 

On Tuesday night, the acade- 
my’s board of governors formally 
considers a request submitted by 
Hollywood’s various stunt organi- 
zations to create an Oscar category 
for “best stunt coordinator.” The cat- 
egory would honor those men and 
women who design and choreograph 
the onscreen stunts that make audi- 
ences “oooh” and “aahhh.”

It’s a bad day at the 
fair for HBO, facing a 
suit over ‘Carnivale’ 

LITIGATION I A writer who helps 
aspiring screenwriters learn their 
craft has filed a copyright infringe- 
ment lawsuit against Home Box 
Office and the creator of HBO’s 
offbeat fantasy-mystery series 
“Carnivale,” claiming the series 
contains “remarkable and sub- 
stantial similarities” to a novel 
that he had been working on since 
the 1980s. 

Jeff Bergquist, artistic director 
at the New Playwrights Foundation, 
contends that he submitted sever- 
al screenplays and a rough draft of 
his novel “Beulah” — all versions 
of a quirky drama set amid a trav- 
eling carnival — to workshops at 
the American Film Institute and 
the New Playwrights Foundation 
in the mid to late 1980s. 

The suit alleges that Daniel 


Knauf, the creator and executive 
producer of “Carnivale,” had been a 
member of both groups at the time 
and read Bergquist ’s rough draft 
of the novel. 

An HBO spokesperson said: 
“‘Carnivale’ was created by Daniel 
Knauf and any suggestion to the 
contrary has absolutely no merit.” 

The suit lists a number of alleged 
similarities between “Beulah” and 


“Carnivale” in terms of characters, 
settings and narrative. 

The suit seeks monetary dam- 
ages as well as an injunction pre- 
venting HBO and the producer from 
distributing or exhibiting the show 
or any projects based on “Beulah” 
without Bergquist ’s consent. 

In May, HBO decided not to 
renew “Carnivale” for a third season.

McDonald’s flagship 
is a test laboratory 
for coming concepts

Just outside its wooded headquar- 
ters campus in Oak Brook, 111., 
McDonald’s Corp. is offering sneak 
previews of its fast-food future. 

Now playing at its new flag- 
ship restaurant: Digital-media 
kiosks for burning CDs, down- 
loading cell-phone ring tones and 
printing photos. Dozens of plasma- 
screen TVs. Wi-Fi Internet access. 
New chicken sandwiches. Double- 
lane drive-thrus. And an adjoining 
McCafe with gourmet coffees, fancy 
pastries and a fireplace. 

Don’t expect Starbucks- 
like makeovers like this one at 
the 13,600 U.S. McDonald’s, or 
30,000 -plus worldwide; the Oak 
Brook restaurant, which opened 
late last month, doubles as public 
restaurant and test site. But the 
world’s largest restaurant chain is 
tinkering with various possibilities 


in technology and design to try to 
ensure it is a hangout of choice in 
the future. 

Analyst Peter Jankovskis 
thinks the extra investments to 
try to make McDonald’s restau- 
rants hangouts are worthwhile, 
noting that they have worked not 
only at Starbucks but at Panera 


Bread and other chains. 

“It used to be that a chance to eat 
burgers and fries with your friends 
was enough,” said Jankovskis, 
director of research at Oakbrook 
Investments in nearby Lisle, which 
owns a million shares of McDonald’s 
stock. “Now it takes a little bit more 
than that.” 


Retro is absent at the Oak Brook 
restaurant; there’s no traditional 
red mansard roof or giant golden 
arches, and the two-story stone and 
brick building has a more under- 
stated look. 

There’s nothing subtle, though, 
about the double -lane drive -thru 
attracting a steady flow of SUVs and

mini-vans. McDonald’s draws 60 
percent of sales from drive-thrus, 
so it’s a good bet the number of 
restaurants with two lanes will be 
increased from its current U.S. total 
of fewer than 100. 

The BlazeNet machines allow 
customers to search a library of 
40,000 songs and create a custom 
CD for 99 cents per song. Other 
kiosks let them surf the Web, print 
out photos in six seconds or get ring 
tones instantly. The machines’ high 
cost may preclude them becoming a 
regular sight at McDonald’s. 

One popular item that’s set to 
be exported elsewhere is premi- 
um chicken sandwiches on wheat 
rolls, which the company says 
will roll out later this summer.
